TO REDUCE AUTO COLLISIONS: 


‘Eyes Right” System Offered as | 

Guide for Crossings That Have 

No Traffic Policeman. 

Chief Young of the Police Depart- 
ment said today that he would sug- 
gest to the Street Department an 
“eyes right” plan for drivers of ve- | 
hicles which, he believes, will result 
in fewer collisions at street intersec- 
tions where no traffic patrolmen are 
stationed. 

He requests that a motorist ap- 
proaching a corner shall observe to 
the right in the street he is about 
to cross any machine approaching 
the crossing. He shall not attempt! 
a crossing until that machine has 
cleared the corner. 

As an illustration—four machines 
are approaching Fourteenth and Lo- 
cust streets, one going east and the 
other west in Locust, one going north 
and the other south in Fourteenth 
street. The machine going east in 
Locust street shall permit the one 
going north in Fourteenth street to 
pass ahead of him. The machine go- 
ing west in Locust shall wait for the 
machine going south in Fourteerth. 
or vice versa, the Fourteenth street 
machines shall wait for the Locust 
street machines if the’ Locust street 
machines are in position to make the 
crossing first. 

If each driver faithfully observes 
the rule, the machines in Locust 
street will not pass one another in 
the middle of the crossing and all 
the machines will automatically cre- 
ate free lanes for themselves, elim- 
inating the present trouble of the 
driver who now clears on machine

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THE LLANDOVERY CASTLE. 

That the German army and navy commanders 
do not intend the world to forget that terrorism 
is one of their cardinal principles is shown by 
the torpedoing of the hospital ship Llandovery 
Castle. Nothing more révoltingly brutal has 
happened since the war began. 

The sinking of a hospital ship without warn- 
ing is a crime unthinkable except to German 
pirates. Captains of German submarines know 
that every such ship carries a number of doctors 
and nurses. Even if there are no wounded sol- 
diers aboard, the slaughter or drowning of these 
men and women who have devoted their lives 
to the relief of suffering humanity is unspeak- 
ably horrifying. 

In order, as he asserted, to get an American 
aviation officer, who was not aboard the ‘ship, 
the submarine commander was willing to take 
the lives of all the physicians and nurses on the 
ship. In firing the torpedo at the brilliant 
electrical cross above the bridge, and the well- 
lit Red Crosses on the ship’s sides, the German 
commander gave the lie to Kaiser Wilhelm’s 
hypocritical lament over the ruin wrought by 
the war, recently uttered on the western front. 
In plunging full speed through the wreckage, 
where noncombatant men and women, nurses 
and doctors, were struggling for life, this Ger- 
man commander showed a heartlessness that 
was absolutely inhuman. 

The story of the Llandovery Castle will go 
down in history with the other war atrocities 
as a hideous, indelible black stain upon the 
name of Wilhelm II. There was no error of 
judgment, no excuse, no possible justification 
for the deed. It was simply one of those bestial 
acts characteristic of the German war machine, 
ordered by its high command and carried out 
by men with hearts as hard as the nether mill-
